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INTRODUCTION 


Traffic  accidents  have  become  one  of  the  most  challenging  problems  of  our  time.    Through  the 
years  enough  distress  and  despair  have  been  generated  to  support  a  host  of  remedial  measures.  Most 
of  the  corrective  steps  have  been  aimed  at  the  driver,  many  at  the  road  and  its  environment  and 
some  at  the  vehicle.    Few  have  been  directed  with  equal  emphasis  at  all  three. 

A  lifetime  of  struggle  with  the  problem  has  revealed  that  there  is  no  simple,  quick  or  direct 
solution.    It  has  been  found  that  action  on  one  front  can  produce  gains  that  are  neutralized  by 
lack  of  action  on  other  fronts.    A  one-sided  approach  to  the  problems  with  undue  emphasis  on  a 
single  factor  can  work  to  the  detriment  of  the  transportation  system.    There  is  a  general  agree- 
ment that  engineering,  enforcement  and  education  must  work  as  a  team  to  achieve  a  nore  favorable 
balance  between  the  quality  of  highway  travel  and  the  quantity  of  travel. 

The  daily  radio  broadcasts  including  accumulated  totals  to  date  of  highway  deaths  does 
little  to  enlighten  drivers  and  public  officials  about  the  true  nature  of  the  problem.  For 
this  reason,  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  in  cooperation  with  other  State  Agencies,  undertakes 
to  add  to  the  fund  of  data  provided  by  its  Accident  Records  Section  about  fatal  accidents  in 
a  manner  and  form  that  can  prove  useful  collectively  to  all  concerned. 

This  knowledge  must,  in  turn,  be  applied  with  due  consideration  for  the  problems  of  all 
drivers  as  reflected  in  the  total  accident  picture. 
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FATAL  TRAFFIC  ACCIDENTS 

ON  MONTANA  HIGHWAYS  AND  STREETS 
CALENDER  YEAR  1967 

1.  The  1967  Fn-fcftl  Accident  Record 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  when  all  of  the  1967  traffic  accident  reports  had  been  processed  and 
the  injury  and  property  damage  traffic  accidents  had  been  eliminated,  319  traffic  deaths  had  been 
charged  to  260  fatal  traffic  accidents.    In  addition,  316  persons  were  nonfatally  injured  in  these 
same  accidents.    The  number  of  fatal  accidents  and  the  number  of  persons  killed,  both  all-time  record 
highs  for  the  State,  exceeded  by  approximately  11  percent  and  14  percent  respectively  the  previous 
high  set  in  1965  when  280  persons  were  killed  in  234  fatal  traffic  accidents.    For  fatal  traffic 
accidents  and  persons  killed  from  the  inception  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  through  the  year  1967, 
see  Table  1,  Page  13- 

2.  Fatal  Accidents  vers»«  Road  System 
ngs -Ration  versus  Road  Character 

Basically,  the  public  trafficways  to  which  motor  vehicle  accidents  are  charged  consist  of 
Interstate,  U.S.  and  State  Highways,  County  Roads,  and  City  Streets.    During  1967,  Interstate  High- 
ways and  U.S.  and  State  Highways,  predominately  rural  roads,  accounted  for  6.2%  and  54.2%  respec- 
tively of  the  fatal  accidents.    County  Roads,  mostly  rural  in  character,  accounted  for  30.8%  of  the 
fatal  accidents  and  City  Streets,  including  the  Urban  Interstate  and  U.S.  and  State  Highway  con- 
necting links,  accounted  for  8.8%  of  the  fatal  accidents.    Table  2,  Page  14  shows  the  fatal 
accident  percent  for  each  road  system  designation  and  road  character. 
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The  Wbntana  Highway  Patrol's  primary  purpose  is  to  patrol  the  Interstate,  U.S.  ana  State  Routes 
of  the  *>ntan.  Highway  System.    However,  they  do  patrol  the  -ore  heavily  traveled  county  roads  and 
the  Interstate,  U.S. ,  and  State  routes  within  city  limits.  Tahle  3,  page  14  shows  the  number  and  per- 
cent of  fatal  accidents  investigated  by  law  enforcement  officers.

The  319  persons  killed  on  Itontan.  roads  and  streets  met  death  in  various  and  shocking  ways, 
.tost  of  them  were  killed  outright.    A  few  succumhed  to  injury  sometime  afterward.  Investigator's 
accounts  of  the  fatal  accidents  are  reviewed  and  analyzed  in  relation  to  the  specific  highway 
location  and  become  the  subject  of  reports  issued  monthly  by  the  Itontana  Highway  Patrol.    Table  4, 
page  15  ,  sections  1  and  2  sujmaarizes  the  1967  fatal  accidents  by  such  items  as  daytime  and  night- 
time occurrence,  road  surface  condition  and  highway  designation. 

5.  aneidert        veTBnfs  Bos<i  Charticlifir  versus 

Single  vehicle  fatal  traffic  accidents  outnumbered  all  other  types  of  fatal  accidents  combined, 
170  or  65.3*  of  the  fatal  accidents  statewide  fell  into  this  category.    Noncollislon  accidents 
accounted  for  91  or  35*  of  the  single  vehicle  accidents,  19.2*  occurred  on  straight  roads  and  15.8* 
on  curved  roads.    Car  and  pedestrian  accidents  accounted  for  19  or  7.3*  of  the  fatal  accidents,  18 
or  6.9*  occurred  on  straight  roads  and  1  or  0.4*  occurred  on  curved  roads.    Car  and  miscellaneous 
accidents  accounted  for  13  or  5.0*  of  the  fatal  accidents,  11  or  4.2*  occurred  on  straight  roads, 
2  or  0.8*  occurred  on  curved  roads.    Car  and  miscellaneous  accidents  sre  explained  as  follows:  (6) 
car  and  train,  (2)  car  and  wild  animal,  (l)  motorcycle  and  domestic  animal,  (1)  car  ran  off  road 
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and  overturned  in  river,  passenger  droned;  (l)  car  left  road  and  hit  a  parted  car  75  yards  fro. 
U.S.  93,  a  2  year  old  boy  -as  killed  in  the  parked  car,  (1)  boy  riding  on  hood  of  car  fell  off  and 
struck  his  head  on  pavement,  killing  him,  (l)  passenger  either  fell,  »as  pushed  or  jumped  from  car 
while  in  motion. 

Car  and  fixed  object  accounted  for  47  or  16.0%  of  the  fatal  accidents,  2K  or  9.2*  occurred  on 
straight  roads  and  23  or  8.8*  occurred  on  curved  roads. 

Multiple-vehicle  collisions  accounted  for  90  or  34.7*  of  the  fatal  accidents.    In  these  the 
vehicle  units  collided  head-on  or  at  an  angle,  sideswiped  one  another,  ran  into  the  rear  of  vehicle 
ahead,  or  turned  in  front  of  other  vehicles.    Head-on  collisions  were  «6t  conspicuous  on  straight 

roads.    See  Table  5,  page  16. 

6.    n^r  f  Age  Pimm    Day  and  Month 

The  timetable  of  the  1967  Fatal  Vehicle  Traffic  Accidents  may  be  found  in  Tables  6,  7,  8,  9, 
and  10,  pages  17  -  19.  This  permits  an  analysis  of  the  calender  year  experience  by  hour,  age  group, 
day,  and  month. 

AHost  51.0*  of  the  fatal  accidents  happened  during  hours  of  darkness,  despite  the  reduced 
amount  of  travel  at  night.    Considering  5.0*  as  a  high  percentage  rate  for  a  given  hour,  the  hours 
of  3  P.m.  though  9  p.m.  of  the  2,-hour  period  accounted  for  109  or  ,2.0*  of  the  fatal  traffic 
accidents.    Drivers  17  years  of  age  and  under  "teenage"  and  drivers  65  years  of  age  or  older 
represented  16. 2*  of  all  vehicle  operators  involved. 

Teenage,  17  years  of  age  and  under,  and  adults  65  years  of  age  and  older  were  fatalities  in 
33.2*  of  319  persons  killed  in  1967.    Teenage  fatalities  alone  accounted  for  63  or  19.7*  of  the 
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persons  mied,  28  or  8.8*  were  M  years  of  age  or  under,  9  or  2.8*  were  15  years  of  age,  13  or  4.1* 
were  16  years  of  age  and  13  or  4.1*  were  17  years  of  age. 

The  interstate  System  recorded  2  or  0.6*;  U.S.  and  State  30  or  9.4*;  Connty  Roads  28  or  8.8*; 
and  City  Streets  3  or  0.9*  of  the  teenage  fatalities.    See  Table  9,  pagel*.    As  usual,  the  weekly 
distribution  fell  heavily  on  the  last  3  days  of  the  wee,,  with  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday  account- 

ing  for  52. 2%  of  the  fatal  accidents. 

A  record  number  of  traffic  accidents  on  >fontana  roads  for  any  given  month  was  charged  to  the 
month  of  September  when  47  persons  were  killed  in  38  fatal  accidents.    Although  the  summer  season 
with  its  peak  travel  is  commonly  a  critical  accident  period,  an  unusual  rash  of  fatal  accidents 
was  experienced  in  September.    See  Table  10,  page  19.

Some  936  persons  played  a  part  in  the  1967  fatal  accidents.    These  Eluded  334  car  dirvers, 
11  motorcycle  drivers,  1  bicycle  driver,  19  pedestrians  and  571  passengers.    Killed  were  154  car 
drivers,  11  motorcycle  drivers,  1  bicycle  driver,  19  pedestrians,  and  134  passengers.    Nearly  one 
out  of  every  two  drivers  involved  became  a  fatality;  only  about  one  of  every  four  passengers  were 
fatally  injured. 

Classification  by  age  group  indicates  that  immaturity  and  advancing  age  continue  to  take 
their  toll  in  traffic  fatalities,  67  persons  killed  or  21.0*  were  17  years  of  age  or  younger; 
4  were  pedestrians,  age:  1*  yrs.,  3  yrs,  8  yrs.,  and  15  yrs.;  39  persons  killed  or  12.2*  were 
65  yrs    of  age  or  older;  7  were  pedestrians,  ages  (l)  66  yrs,  (l)  68  yrs,  (1)  73  yrs,  (2)  75  yrs, 
(I,  76  yrs,  and  (l)  78  yrs.    Teenage  and  65  years  or  older  accounted  for  33.2*  of  the  319  persons 
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killed. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  because  of  Montana  statutes,  all  persons  17  years  of  age  or 
younger  are  considered  teenage.    There  were  51  or  19.6*  of  the  fatal  accidents  in  which  63  or 
19.7*  of  the  persons  killed  were  17  years  of  age  or  younger;  25  or  9.6*  of  the  fatal  accidents  in- 
volved drivers  17  years  of  age  or  younger  and  accounted  for  27  or  8.5*  of  the  fatalities.  Drivers 
18  years  of  age  or  older  accounted  for  26  or  10.0*  of  the  fatal  accidents  in  which  32  or  10.0* 
were  teenage  fatalities.    See  Table  9,  page  18. 

The  place  of  residence  of  the  344  drivers  involved  in  the  1967  fatal  traffic  accidents  re- 
vealed that  203  or  59.0*  lived  within  25  miles  of  the  scene  of  accident,  92  or  26.7*  lived  else- 
where in  the  State,  and  49  or  14.2*  were  out-of-state  drivers. 

Of  the  319  persons  killed  in  the  1967  traffic  accidents,  274  or  86.0*  were  Montana  residents, 
and  45  or  14.0*  were  out-of-state  residents. 

The  driving  record  of  the  295  resident  drivers  involved  in  the  fatal  traffic  accidents  was 
investigated  by  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol.  It  was  found  that  185  or  62.7*  of  these  drivers  had 
a  record  of  at  least  one  moving  violation;  91  or  30.8*  had  no  record  of  violation  and  19  or  6.4* 
was  not  stated. 

8.    Drinking  Drivers  and  Pedestrians 

Considerable  publicity  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  drivers  and  pedestrians  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol.    The  records  show  that  a  drinking  driver  was  involved  in  about  31.0*  of 
the  1967  fatal  accidents.    The  percent  of  involvement  may  be  much  higher  considering  the  number 
of  instances  in  which  it  was  unknown  whether  or  not  £  driver  had  been  drinking  to  an  extent 


„hioh  could  be  said  to  have  paired  hie  driving  ability.    Of  the  166  drivers  killed,  71  or  43*.  strong 
evidence  indicated  they  had  been  drinking;  of  the  134  passengers  killed,  35  or  26.0*,  strong  evidence 
indicated  they  had  heen  drinking.    Six,  or  31.7*  of  the  19  pedestrians  killed  showed  strong  evidence 
of  having  heen  drinking.       Of  the  344  drivers  involved  in  the  260,  1967  fatal  accidents,  107  or 
31.0*  showed  strong  evidence  of  having  been  drinking. 

Attests  were  nude  in  the  last  four  sessions  of  the  Montana  Legislature  to  enact  a  Blood  Test 
Law,  hut  the  efforts  were  not  successful.    Reconsideration  of  such  a  Bill  is  expected  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature. 
9.     Ardent  locations 

The  accident  scene  is  of  particular  concern  to  the  road  authority.    Inspection  and  study  of 
fatal  accident  locations,  especially  where  fatal  accidents  have  occurred  repeatedly  and  to  a  degree 
Markedly  above  average,  sometimes  disclose  accident-inducing  features  which  can  be  corrected  by 

practical  highway  and  traffic  engineering. 

Working  toward  this  particular  goal,  the  Accident  Records  Section  of  the  Montana  Highway 
Patrol  constantly  supplies  the  Traffic  Departs  of  the  Montana  Highway  Cohesion  with  copies 
of  all  accident  reports  required  for  studies  being  made  by  the  Traffic  Department  of  the  High- 
way  Commission. 

Table  11,  pages  20  through  34  indicate  the  fatal  accident  locations  for  the  year  1967  by 
designated  highway,  route  number,  and  distance  from  a  given  mile  post  marker.    Table  11  repre- 
sents the  grand  total  of  all  ninthly  reports  issued  by  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol  mentioned  in 
Item  4,  page  2  .    It  is  recognized  that  Table  11  is  a  lengthy  report,  but  believe  it  will  be 
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extremely  useful  to  the  Traffic  Department  of  the  Highway  Commission  and  other  outside  agencies  in 
reviewing  the  records  of  the  1967  fatal  accident  locations. 

Of  the  260  fatal  accidents  237  or  91.8*  occurred  on  highways  outside  incorporated  cities  and 
towns  on  roads  predominantly  rural  in  character.    Table  11,  pages  20  through  34  shows  the  distri- 
bution and  concentration  of  theae  accidents.    For  the  most  part,  the  fatal  accidents  were  widely 
dispersed  throughout  the  State.    About  one-third  of  the  fatal  accidents  in  urban  areas  took  place 
within  the  City  of  Billings.  Five  were  car-pedestrian,  one  noncollision  and  one  head-on  collision 
type  of  accident. 

Tallies  of  fatal  accidents  within  other  ltontana  cities  and  towns  are  provided  in  Table  13 
pages  4  0-41 

Road  sufficiency  studies  indicate  that  ttmtana,  like  other  states,  is  a  few  billion  dollars 
and  a  lifetime  behind  in  updating  older  roads  and  streets  to  a  level  of  adequacy  for  present  day 
and  prospective  traffic.    County  roads  alone  accounted  for  80  or  30.8*  of  our  1967  fatal 

accidents.    Table  12  pages  35-39 •

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10.     .^1]ffnnrv  of  Findings 
Accidents 

Many  aspects  of  Montana-a  fatal  accident  experience  in  1967  nave  been  explored  or  touched 
upon  in  this  report,    ^ng  the  findings  in  the  study,  the  following  shouid  stimulate  thought  and 

action.

(1)    Ifotor  vehicle  travel  in  Kfontana  soared  to  an  all-time  nign  in  w

and  fatalities.    The  most  common  unit  of  measure  applied  to 

a  whole  is  the  vehicle-mile. 

With  vehicle-Mies  of  travel  placed  at  4,080  millions  in  1967,  the  death  rate  for  the 
year  was  7.82  for  every  100  Billion  vehicle-miles  of  travel.    The  fatal  accident  rate, 
however,    was  6.37  per  .Billion  vehicle-siles  of  travel.    Much  greater  signifigance  is 
attached  to  the  accident  rate  since  it  affords  a  .ore  realistic  hasis  for  evaluating 
highway  safety  improvement.    Due  to  multiple  deaths  in  certain  accidents,  the  records 
consistently  show  more  traffic  deaths  than  fatal  accidents.    Daring  1967,  for  example, 
there  were  59  more  deaths  than  there  were  fatal  accidents . 
(2)    Motor  vehicle  registrations  soared  to  a  record  high  in  1967,  ar>d  are  often  used  as 
measu.es  of  exposure  when  considering  total  fatal  accidents  and  fatalities.    In  such 
cases  the  rates  are  usually  expressed  in  terms  of  accidents  or  fatalities  per  10,000 
vehicles  registered.    Vehicle  registrations  in  Montana  during  1967  totaled  537,4*1.

(3)  Fat. 1  single-vehicle  accidents,  even  excluding  vehicle-pedestrian  conflicts,  out- 
numbered  all  other  types  of  accidents  combined. 

(4)  Economic  losses  from  fatal  traffic  accidents  in  the  State  have  now  topped  the  20 


million  mark. 


(5)  There  were  24,466  Known  drivers  involved  in  accidents  in  Montana  in  1967,  and  344  or 
1.1,%  were  involved  in  fatal  accidents. 

(6)  Drunk  drivers,  drowsy  drivers,  unlicensed  drivers,  driven  'Wfln  WOTTOlm  and  drivers 
with  a  history  of  violations  and  accidents  again  figured  prominently  in  the  fatal 
eccident  picture.    As  of  the  preparation  of  this  report,  Montana  has  2,643  individual 
drivers  under  suspension  or  revocation,  258  drivers  or  9.8*  are  known  repeaters,  and 
have  from  one  to  six  know  violations  since  cited  for  the  first  violation. 

(7)  Drinking  drivers,  considered  in  unfit  condition  to  drive,  were  involved  in  31.1*  of 
the  fatal  accidents.  In  one  out  of  every  two  cases  the  presumption  of  intoxication 
was  supported  by  Blood  Alcohol  Test. 

(8)  At  the  end  of  December  1967,  the  Highway  Patrol  records  showed  that  532-1-9 
"Driving  While  Intoxicated"  citations  had  been  issued  to  Montana  drivers,  by  Montana 
Highway  Patrol  Officers.    Of  this  total,  463  drivers  were  found  guilty,  22  drivers 
.ere  found  not  guilty,  and  47  drivers  had  their  cases  pending  trial.    In  Patrol 
Division  II,  five  drivers  who  were  charged  with  D.W.I,  were  able  to  have  the  charge

(10)   Most  of  the  fatal  accidents  occurred  on  the  older,  conventional  roads  and  streets. 
Koad  curves,  hridges,  hill  crests,  and  railroad  crossings  were  scanas  of  one-half 
of  the  fatal  accidents.

It  is  generally  believed  that  a  great  deal  of  confusion  and  uncertainty  in  the  movement  of 
traffic  can  be  eliminated  b,  consistency  in  traffic  control  fundamentals  and  uniformity  in  the 
basic  driving  rules.    Stat,  and  local  authorities  are  taking  positive  steps  to  reconcile  vehicle 
laws  and  ordinances  which  are  in  conflict.    Road  authorities  are  pressing  for  uniform  control 
standards  in  all  Jurisdictions.    We  should  update  the  statutory  rules  of  the  road  and  the  mean- 
ing  of  traffic  control  devices  in  har^ny  with  the  National  Uniform  Vehicle  Code.  Vehicle 
engineering  must  give  nore  consideration  to  crash-injury  protection.    All  concerned  agencies 
must  continue  to  press  for  uniform  traffic  controls  and  regulations. 
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MONTANA  VEHICLE -MILE  FATALITY  RATE 

Despite  the  fact  that  Montana  experienced  a 
record  year  in  fatal  accidents  during  1967,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  it  is  not  the  worst  year 
in  our  history  when  compared  to  the  vehicle -miles 
of  travel.    The  accompanying  chart  shows  a 
rapidly  rising  trend  in  vehicle -miles  of  travel 
whereas  the  rate  of  fatalities  per  100  million 
vehicle -miles  indicates  a  decreasing  trend.  Had 
we  continued  at  the  same  fatality  rate  experienced 
in  1935  of  16.6  fatalities  per  100  million  vehicle 
miles  of  travel,  we  would  have  had  over  700 
fatalities  during  1967. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Highway  Patrol 
in  1935,  the  vehicle -mile  fatality  rate  has  de- 
creased from  the  16.6  high,  previously  mentioned, 
to  the  all-time  low  of  6.2  in  1958.    The  average 
rate  for  the  past  ten  years  has  been  7.2  as  corn- 
are  d  to  7.8  for  1967.
